FOR LITTLE TOWNS 


This Is the Object of a Bill 


Now In Congress. 


W a shington, Dec. 15.— If a bill intro­ 
duced in the house by Representa tive 
Griest of Pennsylva nia goes through, 
folks who live in the little towns of 
just a few thousa nd popula tion will 
ha ve a ll the posta l fa cilities enjoyed by 
people in the grea t cities. 
Of course 
it will put the da ily ga therings a t the 
combina tion genera l store a nd post- 
office out of 
bu sin ess, bu t Mr. Griest 
thinks the good people of these here­ 
tofore neglected 
little 
towns won’t 
mind tha t in the r hap p in ess of ha ving 
ma il delivered right a t the door. 
The 
bill p ro p o ses the estab lishmen t of an 
urba n mail deliv ery serv ice in su ch 
little towns where there a re seco n d or 
third class p o st o ffices, an d it co n tem ­ 
p lates a featu re o f the mail serv ice 
which may be v i* wed as an ex ten sio n 
of the ru ral deliv ery , while in fact it 
a lso embo dies the p rin cip les o f the 
city deliv ery serv ice. 
“There is a gap between the city 
an d ru ral mail deliv ery ,” said 
Mr. 
Griest, “which is literally a discrim ­ 
in atio n again st man y millio n s o f p eo ­ 
p le residin g in ap p ro x imately fiv e tho u ­ 
san d o f the smaller cities o r to wn s 
thro u gho u t the co u n try . 
These citi­ 
zen s are su p p o rtin g a class o f p o st- 
o ffices which do n o t add to the p o stal 
deficit. 
The co st will hardly ap p ro x i­ 
m ate $1 ,000 p er o ffice p er an n u m, a 
p ractically n o n e o f the smaller p resi­ 
den tial o ffices wo u ld req u ire mo re than 
two carriers, while in he majo rity o f 
cases an adeq u ate serv ice co u ld be ac­ 
co rded with a sin gle carrier. 
“ The crea tion of a n urba n delivery 
service will be sure to result ben efi 
cia lly to the millions of citizens living 
in the sma ller cities a nd towns who 
justly a ppea l to the congress a sking 
the remova l of the discrimina tion in 
the collection a nd delivery of ma il ma t­ 
ter.”
